“The organization of the Knights of 
Labor, it will be remembered, was the 
result of one of tin* bitterest fights 
ever waged among the potters of this 
city. Th** question at stake was the 
adoption of the uniform 
price 
list, 
which is now in force in the west with 
good results. The jiggerm en, who are 
the r*’al founders of the Knights of 
Labor, withdrew from 
the 
Brother­ 
hood upon the ground that the new 
list. would reduce their wages and set 
up an independent organization.

though several attem pts were made to 
get them hack they all failed, and soon 
the jiggermen were joined by a num­ 
ber of sagger'makers, kilnm en and dip­ 
pers.

“The tm ion of both branches of the 
trade would enable the potters of this 
country, and especially in this city, to 
go before the m anufacturers with 
a 
solid front, hacked by members, to se­ 
cure any m easure they think necessary 
for th** betterm ent of the trade.” 
The move has long been contempla­ 
ted by th*' Brotherhood, ami inquiry 
made at the office of Secretary Duffy 
this morning confirmed the Trenton 
story. W hen the consolidation takes 
place the Brotherhood will be the par­ 
ty to name the terms.
